th chemical changes, let us sitjipoBU 


the 8tom»te bo represented by ordtaary 
/round raajfcles of diffieront colors. Sop- 
pose a black and white marble were 
united slightly and that they had a 
tendency to fly sway from each other, 
their bond of onion being a magnetic 
attraction. And lot us further suppose 
ft at rf a large pile of marbles were 
brought together, of different colors, 
that the attraction between a blue mar- 
ble and ft white one would cause the 
Mack marble to leave tbe white one 
and unite with, the blue, while the 
white marble, being left by the black 
one, would seok companionship with a 
marble that was red. The marble rep- 
resent atoms, or molecules (which are 
several atoms unit erf), and they will 
madily ehange places and re-arrange 
themselves if the conditions ate favor- 
able. If we take carbonate of ammonia 
and imlphate of lime for sxperiment, 
which consists of ammonia and car- 
bonic acid for the first, and lime and 
sulphuric acid for the second, and mil 
them together with water, the sulpha- 
Tic aoid will leave the lime and unite 
with the ammonia.

lands rather than remain single and* 
alone, but the result will be that in- 
stead of having salphate ol!

Thus, all the sub- 
stances have changed places, and new 
compounds have been termed. 


The same thing oconrs in tho manurb 


heap. 
The atoms arc in motion. 


They are flying here and there, en- 
deavoring to lint! more congenial part- 
ners, and gradually break down the 
whole structure 
Here and there will 


be a solid substance that will not dis- 
solve in water, but the atoms that are 
loose will ponnd. away at it, and unite 
with a stray fellow here, and seize an- 
other there, until slowly but surely 
the solid ineolable matter may have 
been changed to an entirely ilifl'eren! 
substance from its original composi- 
tion, and may be even made soluble. 
For instance, suppose the mass of in- 
soluble matter consisted of a lump oi 
lime-stone (carbonate of lime), and 
chlorine was at liberty, or, rather, rmi- 
riatie aeid, should the chlorine be com- 
bined with hydrogen. 
The muriatic 


acid wou!4 seize the lime, drive off 
tiie carbonic acid and form chloride of 
lime, which dissolves in water. Tbe 
carbonic acid would now attack some 
substance, and gradually change it till 
it was again combined, and hence tbe 
atoms would never be at rest. It at by 
this persistent, industrious action ol 
tfae atoms that the manure is slowly 
made available tor the purposes of tiw 
farmer, and it is the same process with 
all decaying substances.—Farm. FieU 
and Stockman.
